11. 

Freedom  even  to  do  wrong  has 
its  place  in  this  world,  and.  who 
can  draw  the  exact  line  ? But  even 
before  we  go  so  far  as  to  call  the 
ruling  just,  is  it  possible  for  the 
minority  to  be  so  demanding  of 
certain  “rights”  that  they  show 
the  same  lack  of  consideration  to 
the  majority,  for  which  the  laws 
were  established  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  minority. 

Personally  I feel  that  the  lack 
of  consideration  that  was  evi- 
dently shown  on  the  side  of  both 
the  majority  and  the  minority, 
(such  that  it  became  necessary 
to  take  it  to  any  court)  is  in  it- 
self enough  to  make  anyone  feel 
sad,  and  does  not  reflect  very 
highly  of  anyone  involved.

Former  BYU  graduate  and  out- 
standing atljlete,  Golden  Romney, 
60,  died  of  a heart  attack  at  his 
home  in  Pullman,  Washington. 

Dr.  Romney,  a former  resident 
of  Utah  graduated  from  Vernal 
High  School  and  BYU.  He  receiv- 
ed his  Ph.D.  degree  from  New 
York  University  after  which  he 
headed  the  physical  education 
and  recreation  department  at  Os- 
wego College,  New  York. 

HE  WAS  BORN  Dec.  24,  1902, 
in  Juarez,  Mexico,  a son  of  Thom- 
as C.  and  Lydia  C Nagel  Romney. 
He  was  married  in  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints’  Salt  Lake  Temple  to  Zel- 
ma  Young. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
Dean  of  the  college  of  physical 
education  and  recreation  at 
Washington  State  University,  a 
job  he  took  after  coaching  at  Gila 
College  in  Thatcher,  Arizona. 

HE  WAS  AN  outstanding  stu- 
dent during  his  college  days  in 
1922-26  as  well  as  a very  notable 
athlete.  His  grades  were  high 
and  he  was  a leader  among  the 
students. 

He  played  regular  football  and 
basketball.  Standing  6’7”,  he 
found  the  roundball  game  to  be 
his  big  interest  He  played  center 
on  the  Cougar  squad. 

UPON  HIS  death  he  was  Stake 
President  of  the  Lewiston  Stake 
in  Pullman.
